Mr. Man- 
chester was .officially selected by Mrs. Kennedy to 
write the authoritative history of the President’s assas- 
sination. She sat for ten hours of taped interviews. A 
panel of five Kennedy intimates headed by Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr. read the finished manuscript, sug- 
gested deletions on the grounds of taste, “anti-L.B.J. 
bias” and threat to the national security. Mr. Man- 
chester made the suggested deletions.
